many instances, show that much 
of the music was recorded out of 
doors. 

Listen, for example, as I have, 
to the records devoted to France, 
India, Scotland and French Afri- 
ca: you will have an immediate 
feeling of having been transported 
to the actual place! By the time 
this column appears, many more 
records in the series will undoubt- 
edly have been issued. Therefore, 
I suggest that you choose the 
region of the world you most 
want to visit, and ask your record 
dealer whether that particular 
record has appeared as yet. But 
let me warn you: do not expect 
to hear music made “for the tour- 
ist trade;” this is the real thing. 

On a single disc, Westminster 
has issued a selection of songs 
and dances of various countries, 
as they were performed at the 
World Festival of Folk Song and 
Folk Dance, at Biarritz-Pamplona 
during the summer of 1953. More 
than four hundred singers, danc- 
ers and instrumentalists, repre- 
senting twenty-six groups from 
eighteen countries, took part in 
the festival, which was recorded 
under the auspices of UNESCO, 
The applause has been preserved 
on the recording. giving a sense 
of reality to the disc. Each num- 
ber is introduced by a spoken 
commentary, and the record be- 
gins with a brief talk by Ralph 
Vaughan Williams who, in addi- 
tion to being one of the world’s 
most respected composers, is the 
pre sident of the International Folk 
Music Council 

On a ten-inch Vanguard disc, 
the popular Latin American sing- 
er Olga Coelho sings a number of 
Brazilian and Spanish folk songs 
in most appealing fashion, ac- 
companying herself on the guitar. 
Her voice and style are extremely 
ingratiating However, she is less 
successful in the one “art song” 
by the early Italian composer, 
Alessandro Scarlatti, which seems 
out of place on this dise. 

The same company has issued 
a collection called Songs of Many 
Lands, as sung by Martha 
Schlamme, with Tanya Gould at 
the piano. While the inclusion of 
the piano makes these songs 
something other than absolutely 
original settings, the tastefulness 
of the arrangements and Miss 
Schlamme’s knowing way with the 
songs, plus the variety of feeling 
with which she infuses them, 
make this ten-inch dise a collec- 
tion that can be recommended.

Uni recent years, the pattern of growth of small commu- 
nities was apt to be a haphazard one: with little conscious 
organization or planning, communities often, like Topsy, “just 
growed.” Today’s decentralization to the country has created 
some problems that only a systematized effort can solve. The 
needs of young families—many drawn to the country by their 
work, others by a simple desire to live away from the city 

must be met. Lately, there are heartening signs that civic and 
business leaders along with builders are meeting this challenge 
with forceful programs to help alleviate community growing 
pains. In New Jersey, just across the Delaware River from 
Philadelphia, the newly created community of Cherry Hill is 
rising among the gently rolling hills. Still in its formative stages, 
it will ultimately comprise 380 single-family homes, a vast 
shopping center, schools and other communal enterprises. When 
young Joanna and Alfred Mattera heard about Cherry Hill it 
seemed an answer to their requirements for a life away from 
the city yet near to his employment (Alfred is a pharmacist in 
Philadelphia——in short, a home of their own large enough to 
cope with the needs of a growing family. After inspecting blue- 
prints of houses, they became pioneers in the community—the 
first purchasers of a Cherry Hill home. On the next six pages 


is the story of how they managed and what they achieved.

Once completed, the Mattera house seemed an immense 
checkerboard, rather mysterious and a bit baffling. They 
wanted a piano; where would they place it? What kind 
of furniture would best suit their home? Cherry Hill was 
their second experience in homemaking, but their first 
venture into the exciting realm of home ownership. They 
knew they must plan with infinite care, and so they 
chose as their mentor Strawbridge and Clothier, a Phila 
delphia department store with a soft spot for young 
couples and a sound reputation for merchandising and 
decoration suitable not only to the family but to the 
architecture of that family’s house. Taking the Matteras 
in tow. they offered them professional advice on space 
allocation, color schemes. furniture. fabrics and wall 
paper. From this collaboration came an intelligent ar 
rangement of furniture and an integration of decorative 
elements that reaches into all areas of the house. The 
structure itself, including three bedrooms, two baths, a 
two-car garage and a recreation room, has been well de- 
signed in an open plan, with circulation flowing easily t 
each area from the main entrance foyer. Extending out 
beyond the recreation room, the garage (partially shown

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Perhaps the soundest advice that Strawbridge and Clothier im 
parted to the Matteras is that furniture is viewed from every 


angle. This is especially true in homes where one room flows into 
another or where furniture is silhouetted against glass walls

Given a generous amount of unproductive space, an un- 


accommodating budget, and a normal ability to envision 
something where nothing existed before, there are end- 
less opportunities to extend not only the livable limits of 
our homes, but their property value as well.

In our not-too-humble judgment of the rightness of 
things, the most fascinating gifts ever bestowed were 
those of the Magi: gold, frankincense and myrrh, a trio 
become immortal because two of them are so sensuous 
and the third so very, very practical. Paraphrased in our 
present-day evaluation, they are that rare but perfect 
gift: something useful that also appeals to the senses. 
How often, after the hullabaloo of Christmas morning, 
have we surveyed the tinseled wreckage, the rumpled 
tissue, the snarled ribbon, and wondered if the camou- 
flage has been worth it? Somehow, the same old ideas 
have been trotted out—rueful evidence that once again 
the donors’ lists were long on names and short on im- 
agination. This is not to underrate the sentiment of 
Christmas: we believe in it as fervently as anyone, but 
we also believe that gifts should be chosen with thought 
and a sense of fitness, and since we are concerned par- 
ticularly with the home, we are determined that it, too, 
receive its share of holiday consideration. Home (to 
clutch at an adage) can only be where the heart is when 
there is some evidence of that fact. To a few hard-bitten 
souls, buying (or receiving) a gift for a house is as 
incongruous as Boston Back Bay matriarchs buying new 
hats (they don’t need hats: they’ve got hats), and they 
(not the ladies from Boston), to us, are the owners of 
the heartless homes. The people we care about are those 


to whom a home is a form of expression, people who 


realize that a room usually has individuality only be- 
cause of the little things that are in it. Whatever they 
may be, those are the gifts that count—meaningful be- 
cause they have a place to go, a niche to fill, and they 
are there because someone has been thoughtful enough 
to appraise them in relationship to their eventual use, 
background and decorative value. Since Christmas shop- 
ping provides retailing with its biggest boom of the year, 
advantage should be taken of the enormous preparations 
that are made for it. For months ahead, buyers have 
frenziedly scoured the market, culling the treasures and 
the near treasures of the four corners of the earth, They 
may cost anything from fifty cents to a king’s ransom, 
but all of them have the propensity to add their particu- 
lar sparkle to a new abode.

o a casual observer, the Child Development Center 
t of City College in Long Beach, California, looks and 
sounds much like any other nursery school. However, 
its atmosphere of singsong games, juice-and-crackers 
and sandbox engineering is deceptive, for this is a play 
school with a difference. Here the mothers and fathers 
go to school. Featuring a course conducted by specialists 
in the field of family living, the Center is a laboratory, 
and the children, in a sense, laboratory equipment. 
Established in 1951 in response to requests from par- 
ents, it gives sharp focus to the College’s program of 
providing a co-operative participation, by parents and 
teachers, in preschool child study. The Center has been 
an enormous success; educators from far and wide come 
to Long Beach to study the project, while kindergarten 
surveys show that “graduates,” both parents and chil- 
dren, are better prepared to face the significant school 
years ahead. From the parents’ viewpoint, attendance is 
equally rewarding. Seeking practical solutions to the 
problems of raising their twin sons, Wilma and George 
Eroe (right, rear) join other young parents and children 


in regular sessions of the College’s 25-year-old program.

has a present and a future 


This is a builder's house for the buyer who 
insists on custom-detailing. Architect-designed, 


its premise is the understanding of family needs 


* 

i. the layman’s appraisal of the difference between a 
custom-built home and a builder’s house, there is a wide- 
spread belief that the first is noteworthy chiefly for its 
idiosyncrasies (all of them good, presumably), and the 
second for nothing but its patness and its price. In certain 
instances this is true, but more often it is not: builders do 
exist who believe in fine design and meticulous detail, and 
although the same house may be built from one end of the 
country to the other, as Jong as it is built well, it need lose 
none of the individuality devised for it by its architect. 
This house, situated in Menlo Park, California, is an excel- 
lent example of that kind of sustained high standard. De- 
signed by a member of a distinguished architectural firm, it 
is planned for a family with growing children. (Donn Em- 
mons, the architect, has three youngsters of his own and 
knows all the hazards.) In anticipation of the future, it is, in 
a pleasant sense, a house divided, There are two very defi- 
nite main areas: one is adult and formal, the other, more 
casual in its plan and personality, is more or less the chil- 
dren’s bailiwick.

accessorize routine, family meals

Come November, with the holidays on their way, the per- 
fectly natural desire to entertain one’s friends (and one’s 
children’s friends) runs high. Unfortunately, the cost of 
entertaining them runs even higher, and for that depressing 
reason most of the dinner parties that are dreamed of are 
rarely given at all, although they could easily be afforded if 
they were done on a budget. Anyone with a carefully 
planned menu, a marketing list from which there must be no 
turning, and $1 per person to spend can give a wonderful 
party——and serve wine to boot. Marketing for a dinner party 
without such a plan is dangerous. It means selecting with 
an eye on every price tag, which is quite as discouraging 
as ordering dinner in a restaurant by reading the right- 
hand column first. The lowest price on the menu will likely 
bring forth the vegetable plate. and the lowest prices at the 
market are apt to send you home with all the ingredients 
for baked beans and an evening of depression. Invite your 
guests and give yourself a few days before the dinner so 
that housework will not interfere with cooking. Start with 
the menu, check your needs, make out your list and then 
look neither to right nor left when you market. There are 
always misleading temptations which will throw you off 
your budget: substitute only if there is an extra-special 
“special” that will mean a saving and don’t be frightened 
of the word budget—it won't raise its ugly head at the 
dinner table, This is a plan that will allot the money you 
spend, control the energy you expend and, finally, limit 
the hours you stand on your feet. Friends don’t come to 
dine with you to put on weight: they come to see you and 
enjoy the food you serve them. The menu you plan should 
amuse and interest them, and since they don’t have to eat 
it once a week, it can easily afford to be different from 
their daily fare at home. The choice of food and its pres- 
entation should have individuality, and the menu must 
show consideration. Don’t give a lobster to a friend with 
an allergy to sea food, nor a shortcake to one susceptible to 
strawberry rash. Consider the occasion, prepare for it, and 


spend exactly what your budget allows. There are several

up your courses, especially the main course: serve the meat 
with a starch or an elaborate potato dish, and make the vege- 
table into a first course which can be a soup or soufflé. Pota- 
toes, rice and flour can be features instead of unnoticed ac- 
companiments, and the salad should almost always be a 
course. We suggest spreading out the courses simply because 
too many dinner parties are short and apparently hurried 
only because they have been telescoped into a single dish. 
More courses mean more dishwashing, of course, but festivity, 
to be enjoyed, must be leisurely. One can eat a hurried meal 
at noon any day. anywhere. To change the uninteresting meal 
you might have had into a gala dinner for eight can be done 
with the addition of accessories. This is reminiscent of those 
articles in fashion magazines that show you how to convert 
the “little black dress” into something pretty special with a 
belt, a bib and a brand-new $20 hat. With a dinner, the dif- 
ference in cost is less alarming. For example, one menu has 
tongue and spinach as its main course. As a dinner for two, 
its cost is $3.80 (tongue will give additional meals). As a 
dinner for eight, glamorized with the addition of $3.43 worth 
of “dress-up” accessories and, of course. additional bulk, its 
cost is $6.28. leaving $1.72 of the budgeted $8 to go wild 
with—a little larger tongue, perhaps, or two packages of 
frozen Brussels sprouts for 55c. You will see from the menus 
that the item that makes the budget difficult to meet is the 
wine. If you don’t serve wine. you will obviously have more 
money to spend on food, but if you do, your guests will have 
that certain sparkle in the eye that food alone does not 
engender. American wines—and a few imports—can be 
found to fit any budget: there is always a vin rosé or a good 
white wine for $1.50 a bottle. sometimes less. All package 
stores and wine dealers have sales and odd-lot reductions: 
this is not seasonal nor regional. Buy wines when prices are 
down. a few bottles at a time. Store them in a dry, cool, dark 
place—they should lie on their sides with the label up until 
they are opened; then they should always stand—unless you 
are serving an old red wine. which should lie comfortably on 
its side in a wine basket. This will only be necessary when 
your budgets have helped you to save enough to splurge on a 
wine that is old enough to have a sediment which must re- 
main undisturbed. Open a red wine several hours before 
serving it and let it stand in the room in which it is to be 
served so that it reaches true room temperature. Never fill 
red wine glasses to the brim; serve white wines chilled and 
fill the glasses. There is no allowance made here for cocktails 
or sherry. This, at the moment, is a house divided: the hostess 
has done her share with her budget——-she has even provided 
the wine. The host is now on his own with his budget. Let 
him do with it as he will. We have avoided poultry in these 
menus so that your budgeted meals will help you save for the 
Thanksgiving turkey, the Christmas goose. (Birds and 
budgets have no respect for one another.) Lest you start 
sprouting feathers of your own, however, we will bring you 
all the birds—and new ways of serving them forth—in time 
for Thanksgiving, in a folio dedicated to the holiday season.

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THE PROBLEM CHILD IS A 


FRIGHTENED CHILD 


By EDWARD PODOLSKY, M. D. 


Children, like adults, may become 
disturbed emotionally because 
they have not been able to adjust 
» everyday situations. They may 
act in a manner which is not 
socially useful or acceptable be 
cause of some underlying fear 
The great majority of children 
try to gain attention because of 
the fear of loneliness: the only 
way they can feel a part of their 
families is to be noticed’ and 
praised. However, the methods 
they use often fail to increase 
their feeling of self-confidence 
After having tried socially ac 
ceptable methods of gaining at 
failed, the 


frightened child will embark on 


tention and having 
a course of action that is annoy 
ing. For a while. parents may 
tolerate these actions, but if the 
child persists, they lose patience 
and punish him. (The frightened 
child often gladly accepts punish- 
ment; most children prefer to be 
At this 
stage. the child changes his goal 


punished than ignored.) 


and he and his parents may reach 
a stalemate. The child tries to 
convince his parents that he can 
do what he wants, and that they 
will not be able to stop him. If 
he succeeds, he has won his point; 
he has attracted attention which 
has been his goal all along. If he 
does not succeed, he will use 
other and stronger methods. His 
maladjustment becomes more ob 
vious, his actions more hostile 
and his fears greater 

If neither side relents in this 
struggle. it grows more intense 


The parents use all sorts of meth 
ods to punish the child and sub 
jugate him. They may become so 
bitter that no pleasant experience 


is left to 
belonging. of friendliness or co 


maintain a feeling of 


operation. When this occurs the 
frightened child also becomes 


vengeful tecause of his inner 
fears, he wants to hurt others. He 
no longer hopes to gain attention 
He feels ostracized and he be 
lieves that his only gratification 
is in hurting others because he 
himself has been hurt. If he can 
not make them love him. which 
he prefers. he can make them hate 
him, which at least will demon 
strate that others notice him. Chil- 
dren of this type may be violent 
and even vicious. Fear generates 
cunning; they know where they 
can hurt the most and they take 
advantage of the vulnerability of 
their opponents 

According to Dr. Rudolph 
Dreikurs, professor of psychiatry 
at the University of Illinois, mal- 
adjusted or problem children may 
be classified as active and passive, 
and they may use constructive or 
destructive methods. The choice 
of constructive or destructive 
methods depends a great deal on 
the frightened child's feelings of 
being accepted or rejected by 
others. His antagonism is always 
expressed in destructive acts, in 
the main. when his feelings of 
being accepted or rejected swing 
from constructive to destructive 
methods. On the other hand, ac- 


tive or passive behavior indicates

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TEACH YOUR CHILD 
TO UNDERSTAND FIRE | 


By SELMA SILAGI 


I caught on fire when I was elev- 
en. Alone in the house, I was go- 
ing into my bedroom just after 
stirring the stew my mother had 
left simmering. Suddenly, my 
middy blouse and tie were a mass 
of flames. After a second, I 
grabbed a blanket off the bed 
and rolled myself around in it 
At first. | felt nothing but relief 
at being alive. Then I felt the 








searing pain of burns and feared 
to look at myself, sure I was 
doomed to a life of disfigurement 
But. on inspecting the damage, I 


discovered nothing more than a 
few blisters on my hands and 
chest. and the ends of my hair 
frizzled by the fire. Within a 
week. I had no souvenirs except 
some burned clothes 

I was saved from disfigurement 
by safety training at home and in 
school. Naturally. I have been 
passing on what I learned to my 
own two children. A plan must be 
prepared in advance, with the 
children in on it. Remembering 
that children learn best by play 
ing. we in our home use safety 
games to make desirable habits 
automatic. We not only play safe 
we play safety. This is particular 
ly important in case of fire 
which each year takes a toll of 


5.000 American lives, 2.000 of 
them children under fourteen 
and injures thousands more hor 
ribly. All schools have regular 
fire drills, and thousands of chil 
dren are evacuated from large 
buildings within minutes. How 
many homes have fire drills. when 
the speed with which all can 
“abandon ship” is clocked? 

The important rule for surviv- 
ing a hre is to get away from u 
Friends of ours recently awoke in 
their attic bedroom to find it 
filled with smoke. Prepared by 
regular fire drills, they crawled 
out and managed to escape down 
the stairs. Last month a whole 
family. including three children, 
suffocated in their new home un 
der similar circumstances. Like 
most of our 160 million Ameri- 
cans, they had never worked out 
a plan of escape. The game we 
play to prepare for this contin 
gency is a variation of Blind 
Van's Buff. We lie in our beds, 
and Daddy gives the alarm: three 
sharp whistles. In a flash. each 
grabs the handiest piece of cloth 
handkerchief
